AIRMEN’S BODIES 
PROVE MURDERS 
DONE IN MEXICO 


* Nogales, Ariz., Oct. 4.—Lieuts. Fred- 
erick Waterhouse and Ceqjl H. Connol- 
ly, American aviators lost in Mexico, 
were apparently murdered after land- 
ing near Los Animos bay, Mexico, ac- 
cording to members of the San Fran- 
cisco geological survey party, which 
arrived from Los Animos bay today 
with corroboration of the statement of 
Joseph Allen Richards, who claimed to 
have located the bodies of the Ameri- 
can aviators. 

J. Vandergraft and H. R. Crane of 
the geological survey party, brought 
teeth back from the skulls of the two 
bodies found by their party near Los 
Animos bay. These were delivered to 
army dental surgeons for identification. 
They said one of the skulls was badly 
crushed and that the body showed evi- 
dences of stab wounds on the arms. 

The relaxed position of one of the 
bodies indicated death had come while 
the men were asleep, while the other 
indicated by tensed muscles that a 
ffght had preceded the murder of the 
two Americans, the geologists said. 
The airplane flown by the aviators was 
found twenty miles inland. It is be- 
lieved the aviators were forced to land, 
abandoned their plane, and walked to 
the seacoast in the hope of flagging a 
passing steamer, when. they were

HILO, T. H., Oct. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)]—A crack half a mile 
south. of the summit crater of Mauna! 
Loa was reported today by Professor | 
Thomas A. Jagger, United States vol- 
canologist, who returned to Hilo from 
the scene of the eruption. 

Lava is filling the crack two miles 


‘labove the cone caused by the 1916 


eruption, according to the professor, 
‘and Java spouted from the gone 200 
feet in the air when the @@turbance 
was at its height. Professor Jagger 
said that in Lava lake, on the summit, 
he found a huge fountain of molten 
lava and that the gas pressure was 
enormous.

The angler who expects to take his 
muskie by casting should avoid a heavy 
line. A braided silk testing from eight- 
een to twenty pounds will be strong 
enough if the caster will take time to 
snip off the last twelve or eighteen 
inches after every hour or so of hard 
casting. The e of a wire trace or 
leader on the énd of the line is a fish 
The kind wound with German 
Silver wire is excellent, as it has tha 
proper stiffness to help set the hook 
and is strong and tooth 
proof. 


The modern way to take muskies— 
and perhaps the sportingest—is by fly 
Many good anglers are doing 
it with remarkable success. Of course 
a heavy fly rod is necessary for this 
rough work. A friend uses a 10 footer 
weighing nine ounces. This will do, 
he says, but he is having a grilse 
{light salmon] built so he can cast 


two handed—this more for ceniter’ 
able casting than for landing the fish. 
He uses three feet of salmon sizeagut 
leader and his flies have five inch 
snelis of gimp to prevent the fish bit- 
ing his gut leader. 

He has the best luck on highly col- 
ored files such as Scatet Ibis, Par- 
machenee Belle, Colonel Fuller,. tied 
on 3-0 hooks, rigged up with a No. 
2 tandem spinner. Sometimes he 
adds one of those imitation pork strips 
of white rubber to the fly with good 
results. He also takes good fish on the 
cork bodied bugs, but they often caw 
them up in grand style. 

* 

Coming back to casting dae ae’ 
ing, the old relfable standby is the 
spoon or-spinner. The tendency is to 
usge.’em too big. For ordinary water 
conditions a number five or six is big 
enough; for roily water a size or two 
larger. 

These spoons are. usually equipped 
with a shaving brush made up of 
guinea and dyed chicken feathers, but 
a good, strong, single hook will catch 
as many fish and fewer weeds. 
tail flies are also a good reinforcement 
for @7muskie spoon, particularly when 
fish a river, as the current sets the 
hairs wriggling in a lifelike man- 
ner that river fish se interesting. 

* 


The favorite natural lure of: most 
muskie fishérs is a black sucker or a 
large minnow, but if it is not used on a 
minnow harness some patience or re- 
straint on the part of the angler is 
needed, as time must be given the fish 
to gorge the bait, otherwise it will be 
pulled away from him. In certain wa- 
ters a frog lashed to the hook, behind 
a medium sized spoon, makes an effec- 
tive lure. Gullet is another old time 
favorite that frequently ‘brings. home 
the smoked side meat. 

Sometimes a surface bait is just 
what old “Snag Tooth” is honing for, 
and to those who have been there this 
suggests a pork chunk. Let it be 
larger than the kind you use for bass. 
You will have to cut it yourself. 

A good cutting is the wedge 
somewhat in the form of that delig 
of boyhood days known as a “ piece- 
apie”"—about three inches long, two 
inches wide at one end, and tapering 
to a point at the other. Let it be thick- 
er at the wide or front end so it will 
throw a. good riffle or wake as it is 
being retrieved. It may be used “as 
is” or with a little decoration of red 


flannel or yarn.

We have three classes of peppers in 
this list, of which the salad pepper is 
the chief, as far as wide use and in- 
creasing popularity are concerned. The 
only name for this class in the old 
American cook books was “bell pep 
per "—its shape determining this name, 
as the various shapes today determine 
so often’ what each species shall be 
in than Last year “they” took a per 
fectly old sort of pepper, with a single 
snub nose instead of a nose with a tre 
foil point, or one with a “ quad” point, 
and called it by a perfectly new name, 
dumdum. Whether that name will per- 
sist or not remains to be seen. I hope it 
does not. | 

The pickling and drying peppers are 
mostly hot, except those used f 
“ mangoes,” and some of the salad pep- 
pers are deceptively hot. When a sweet 
pepper is hot we say it grew on a hot 
bush. Because we may get such pep. 
pers in the market, it is always safe to 
taste a pepper, in preparing it for a 
salad or for seasoning, unless we know 
our bush. The green capsicums—the 
cosmopolitan and scientific name for 
peppers—seem, many of them, to have 
grown on hot bushes this season, for 
they have been neither mild nor sweet, 
which is the proper definition for a 
salad pepper. 

The seeds of even the ilies green 
pepper are yours sincerely hot. Some 
cooks even think this seed heat is ra- 
diated into that inflation or inside room 
in which these seeds grow; therefore, 
after removing the seeds carefully, 50 
as not to “pepper burn” their hands, 


they rinse out the interfor most care 


fully. This is a wise precaution, even 


; if the idea of the cooling of the room 


is fanciful, for one pepper seed in the 
‘throat will produce a close imitation of 
‘Strangulation. As ,to the fruits .of 
plants having temperatures, just pick 
the next snowberry you see.

It de 
pends entirely on who makes the salad.

POPULAR TYPE OF HOME. 


ACK in the folds of every normal 
person’s brain there is concealed 
an idea of the sort of home he or 

she will build when the time 

comes, That must be the reason why 
there are so many different types of 
homes both from exterior appearance 
and interior arrangement. In search- 
ing out designs for the inspection of 
prospective home builders I found one 
place where there are filed away more 
than 1,000 different home building 
plans. And while many of them are 
similar, each has an individuality. All 
have been built and all of them are 
being lived in.

‘APOLOGIZE FOR ROOSEVELT. 


* In Roosevelt’s letters to his children there is 
‘probably a more intimate revealing of him than in 
his. autobiography or in any of his other writings. 
That is part of their charm. He liked to be presi- 
dent, He liked the White House, the public and 
domestic life in it. He liked Washington, its sea- 
sons, its surroundings, Rock Creek park, the Vir- 
ginia “hills, the Potomac, and all the country. 


reader finds a glow of satisfaction 
that a great American president found everything 
epnnected. with the presidency a thing of great 
happiness, The reader knows when he has fin- 
ished the letters that his own Americanism has 
had a tonic. He also knows that Roosevelt’s 
greatest achievement for America, in his own 
opinion, was the Panama canal. Two letters to 
Kermit, written when he was on the. battleship 
Zavisiana, give evidence of this. 


he wrote: 
“Dear Kermit: It is a beautiful sight, these 
three great warships standing southward in close 
column, and almost as beautiful at night when 
we see not only the lights but the loom through 
the darkness of the ships astern. We are now in 
the tropics and I have thought a good deal of the 
time over eight years ago when I was sailing to 
Santiago in the fleet of warships and transports. 
Tt seems a strange thing te think of my now being 
president going to visit the work of the Panama 
tahal which I have made possible.”. 
‘Yn the-other letter he wrote: 
“"*® Dear Kermit: Now we have taken hold of the 
Job. yiytenen difficulties with our own people, of 
course.. I haven't a doubt that it will take a little 
iter and cost a little more than men now ap- 
preciate, but I believé that the work is being done 
with a very high degree h of efficiency and 
honesty; and I am immensely struck by the char- 
acter of American employés who are engaged, not 
merely in superintending the work, but in doing 
all the jobs that need skill and intelligence. The 
steam shovels, the dirt trains, the machine shops, 


?. and the like are all filled with American engineers, 


ggnductors, machinists, boiler-makers, carpenters. 
PF) rom the top to the bottom, these men are so 
hardy, so efficient, so energetic, that it is a real 
pleasure to look at them. Stevens, the head engi- 
neer, is a big fellow, aman of daring and good 
sense and burly, power. All of these men are quite 
as formidable, and would, if it were necessary, do 
quite as much in battle as the crews of Drake and 
Morg&n; but.as it is, they are doing a work of in- 
finitely more lasting consequence. Nothing what- 
ever remains to show what Drake and Morgan did. 
‘Bhey. produced .no real effect down here, but Ste- 
vens and his men are changing the face of the 
econtirent, are doing the greatest engineering feat 
ofthe ages, and the effect of-their work will be 
falt while our civilization lasts. I went over every- 
thing that I could possibly go aver in the time 
at thy disposal. ~I examined the quarters of mar- 
' rigd and single men, white men and Negroes. I 
it over the ground of the Gatun and La Boca 
went through Panama and Colon, and spent 
a’@ay in the Culebra cut, where the great work 
id being done.

and. dirt. preyiously loosened by the drillers and 
dynamite blasters, loading it on trains which take 


it- away to.some dump, either in ‘the jungle or, 


where the'dams are to be built, They are eating 


stéadily into the mountain, cutting it down and. 


aAdven. Little tracks are laid on the side hills, rocks 
blasted out, and°the great ninety-five ton steam 
shovels. work up like mountain howitzers until 
they“come’ to where they can with advantage be- 
gimtheir work of eating into and destroying the 
mountainside. With intense energy men and ma- 
chites do their task, the white men supervising 
matters and handling the machines, while the tens 
ofthousands of black men do the rough manual 
labor wherte it is not worth while to have machines 
dé” it. It is an epic feat, bane’ one of immense 
significance.” 

Whe moral challenge of this great work of an 
American president never has seemed to us to 
be explicable, not even as a perversion of senti- 
mental rectitude or of petty partisanship. Roose- 
velt made his nation greater by diminishing th 
distance fr coast to coast. He increased the 
resources ot Wis country by giving greater effi- 
ciency to the distribution of produtts. He in- 
creased the security of the country by taking an 

) ohstacle out of the way of the mobility of its force. 
at is a greater and safer and ‘richer United 
States for the constructive work he made possible 
by: the directness and stanchness of his decisions. 
When timid or petty moralists endeavor to give 
,. this. achievement an immoral aspect by deploring 
-- it am@ the methods which made it possible as ex- 
/ hibits ef force without sanction, there must be 
a feeling of impatience in the emotions of intel- 
-ligent Americans.

situation. The farm is more necessary to the city 


than the city to the farm, but both are essential to} 


a high order of civilization; both are partners in 
human progress—the farmer the senior partner 
without whom the concern could not live, the city 
worker the junior without whom the concern would 
not go ahead. But in this partnership each must 
carry his share of the load, and if he shirks, the 
additional weight falls upon the other. 


So just now the farmers must be and are—for we 
have recently heard some pointed remarks in that 
direction—beginning to wonder ifthe city partners 
are going to make serious trouble for the concern. 


Certainly farmers are going to pay, are paying, 
a good part of the cost of persistent disorganization 
and shortening 
hours. All of this adds to the cost of everything 
the farmer gets from the cities. Reduce production 
of goods while the farmer increases production of 
food and food will come down and goods go up. 

The farmer works long hours at a very highly 
skilled trade, one which calls for bodily strength 
and for brains and for long experience; and dis- 
counting all.his effort of brawn and brain is the 
almost unavoidable hazard of nature which in a 
few weeks of untimely heat or an hour’s untimely 
cold wipes out the labor of a season. The farmer 
makes other sacrifices, which happily are being 
decreased in modern times by good transportation, 


‘communication, and the development of machinery. 


But the fact remains that it would be impossible 
to get a very large proportion of the men and 
women of the cities to leave the social possibilities 
of city life on any terms. 


So the farmer, seeing the interminable struggle 


of the city folk for more money and less work and 


realizing that many of the demands are going to 
be paid for in part out of his pocket, must begin 
to feel rebellious. 

With that sound sentiment we think our head- 
long radicals are going to collide souner or later, 
and the sooner the better. The farmer does not 
get carried off his feet by mob psychology. He has

But the farmer stands at the gate of life itself and 
he can shut it on every, one else and save himself 
and his own. 


| The city-made bolshevism of Russia ran head on 
Ags that tremendous truth and was been foundering 


since. Our American bolshevism might learn from 
this, if it ever considered facts. We haven’t any 
idea that a farmers’ strike will ever take place in 
this country, because it won’t be necessary. But it 
is well for the headlong radicals in the labor move- 
ment who at this time are doing so much tp dis- 
credit the sane democratic onwaril movement of 
real American organized labor to be reminded of 
where ultimate power—and we may add ultimate 
judgment—resides in our country. Conservative 
and constructive leadership, considering the rock 
bottom facts of American society, should be en- 
couraged to stand out against the destructive forces 
which are trying to pervert the American labor 
movement and turn it into a course of wction in 
which it will be the first to meet destruction. 

The farmer is working these days. He is doing 
the essential thing and he is not going to be vic- 
timized in any struggle to set up a tyranny of 
labor minorities in place of the rule which he honors 
and sustains, the rule of a democratic majority. 
Some railroad employés want to control the rail- 
roads for themselves, miners the mines, and so on 
to a climax of disunion and destructive faction. 
That would mean the end of democracy, and just 
now the effort for it means dwindling production of 
necessities and the steady failing of our strength, 
while the farming folk work on. 

The cities must return to sanity and work.

PINNING MEDALS ON CITIES OF FRANCE. 
{Boston Herald.]} 

It is characteristically French that cities, like indi- 
vidual soldiers, are decorated for exceptional hero- 
ism in war. To the French a city is more than a col- 
lection of houses—it is something with ai. individual- 
ity, a personality, a soul. Thus Paris, which has just 
been given the Legion of Honor, is praised by Premier’ 
Clemenceau, in the citation read before the: army, for 
its patriotic faith. 

One of the few things in Verdun that escaped utter 
destruction is the monument, near the St. Paul gate, 
that commemorates the defense of the city in 1870. 
But for its defense in the great war Verdun has 
received honors never conferred om a city before— 
not only the croix de guerre and the Legion of Honor 
from France, but the most distinguished war decora- 
tions of Great Britain, Italy, Belgium, Serbia, Monte- 
negro, and Japan.

HEALTH—“SAFETY FIRST” 


HEN Metchnikoff classed sick- 
ness from bacterial disease 
among accidents he startea 

something. His statement was 

j het men could be expected to wear out 
and that diseases due to wear and tear 

were a function of life itself,-but not so 

with bacterial diseases. They were un- 

necessary, useless, and not a part of a 

proper scheme for things, : 

The time would come, he argued, when 
all of them would be prevented. ‘That 
even now we knew enough to guard our- 
selves against them and that when one 
of them overtook us it was like being 


hit by an automobile—an accident which 


might have been prevented had proper 
precautions been taken. 


This statement by Metchnikoff started 
some people to thinking. The great sci- 
entist said bacterial disease was an acci- 
dent; that it could be prevented. Then 
they reasoned why not prevent all types 
of accidents as well as those classed as 
bacterial diseases, 
the safety first movement 
ceived. 


That might have been its sonisdsleion, 
but its birth took place some time about 
1912 with the organization of the safety 
council. ._But no baby is properly 
“borned” until it is properly named. 
The godfathers were happy in selecting 
an easily spoken, catchy name for this 
youngster. They called it “ Safety First.” 
The infant coming into a family where 
it was welcome, well born, and well 
named, grew —-

In organized iaicbine the fleld at the 
safety first movement, the aceident 
rates are lower than they were seven 
years ago. In the entire accident fleld 
there has been no decrease. This ig be- 
cause accidents have increased greatly 
in certain other directions, A study .of 
deaths from accidents in Chicago by ten 
year périods shows that the number of 
fatal accidents is increasing faster than 
the population. 


In 1867-'76 the fatal accident rate was 
93.2 and in 1907-'16 it was 120.8. The 
highest rate was 122.6 in 1887-’96. The 
highest rate in any single year was 
151.7, ‘in 1893. 

In 1918 there waa the lowest 
any year since 1900, 

The increases were due to teicihins in 
accidents outside of industry. To illus- 
trate, the first. fata] automobile accident 
was in 1905. In 1918 of the 2,592 fatal 
accidents $02 were automobile accidents. 


To show the reduction in the accident 
rates in what is termed industry, the fol- 
lowing figures are given by Payne: In 
1913 there were 25,000 deaths and 700,000 
injuries serious enough to keep the in- 
jured away from work four weeks or 
more, all due to industrial accidents. In 
1917 these numbers had been reduced to 
22,000 fatal accidents and 500,000 seri- 
ous, but not fatal ones, or a decrease of 
12 per cent in fatal accidents and of 28 
per cent in serious, but not fatal ones.

The dargest 
single underlying force was the 'work- 
men's compensation laws. These laws, 
passed in most of the states about 1912, 
made all clear headed, far seeing employ- 
ers, especially in large industries, see 
the importance of prevention work. It 
is among their employés that the great 
reduction rates in accidents have come. 
It is argued that heaith insuran¢e will 


| have the same effect on disease preven- 


tion that compensation laws have had 
on accidents and for the same reason. It 
will show employer and employé the ex- 
pense of needless illness and the mone- 
tary advantage of preventing it. | 

The opponents of health insurance say 
the prevention of disease is a function 
of health departments and they offer as 
a substitute recommendation greatly in- 
creased powers and financial support of 
health departments. 

The fact that the improvement in the 
accident rates in industries has been 
brought about by employers and em- 
ployés with very little aid from either 
state or local departments has a bearing 
upon these substitute recommendations. 

Accidents which occur outside Of in- 
dustries are called public accidents. 
Payne says that 400 of the 510 fatal ac- 
cidents tn St. Louis in 1917 were public 
accidents. Having recited several in- 
stances of great reduction in industrial 
accidents in recent years, he says: 

“There is another story, however, for 


: public accidents occurring in the home, 


on the street, and generally outside of 
industrial establishments. There has 
been a marked growth in the number of 
this type of acciderits in the last few 
years, 

“The reason for this rapid increase in 
public accidents, while the industrial ac- 
is that 
industrial managers are thoroughly 
aroused to the necessity of accident pre- 
vention, but the public in general is 
still unconscious of the significance of 
safety.” 

The movement to the 
in industry has consisted in the instal- 
lation of safety devices and in educa- 


tion, But there are difficulties In edu- . 


cating adults. Education in accident pre- 
vention consists in part in acquainting 
men with the facts about accidents—the 


number, the cost, the danger, and cau- 


tions necessary to prevent them. 

Ih addition, there must be change in 
habits. The man always must carry in 
his subconscious mind the danger. With- 
out thinking of it he must be on the 


alert always. The principles of safety | 


must influence his actions and his mental 
processes, 


That is a large program for the edu- 
cation of adults who as a class are set 
in their ways, their methods of thought, 
as well as in their muscle movements 
and codrdinations. To do the job prop- 
erly education must begin with the 
child. 

The National Safety council, recogniz- 
ing this, has had Dr. E. G. Payne pre- 
pare “Education in Accident Preven- 
tion,” a treatise showing how accident 
prevention may be made a part of regu- 
lar school instruction, without = ad-

For 
instance, here are cértain problems in 
arithmetic: 

If there are 700,000 people in St. 
Louis and 519 are killed by accident, 
how many would be left? What per 

cent are killed? 

If the population of the United 
States was 91,972,266 and the fatal ac- 
cidents were 77,000 annually, to what 
would the population be reduced by 
accidert alone in ten years if there 
were no additions'to the population? 


Among the productions by the class in 
drawing were: An American flag with 
the slogan, “ Make it stand for safety.” 
Another with the slogan, “ One man at 
work is worth two in a hospital.” A 
poster showing a child on a chair drink- 
ing from a bottle taken from a medi- 
cine shelf bore the slogan, “ Any fool 
can be careless.” 

A picture of a fireman carried the 
slogan, “If you smoke, outside with 
you.”

Its early objects 
and ideals were to protect, assist and 
promote the welfare of soldiers, sailors, 
and marines who had served in the war; 
te inculcate thé obligations of citizen- 
ship, to preserve the history and rec- 
ords of the war, and to stand for every 
American principle. All these aims are 
now included in the definite purpose of 
the legion. It is a purely civilian organ- 
ization, and all the distinctions of milli- 

tary rank are ignored. 

Since its inception the league has grown 
incredibly. The aim of the committee 
was a membership of 4,000,000 men out 
of the 4,800,000 men eligible, So far the 
legion has enrolled nearly 1,000,000. 
All men who served in the army or 
navy between the dates April 6, 1917, 
and Nov, 11, 1918, whether in this coun- 
try or abroad, and whether as privates 
or officers, are eligible to membership.

HE aftermath of the world war and the preliminaries 
to one of the most portentious presidential campaigns 
| in this country find the American electorate more 
divided than it has ever been. The vast cc-~ontional ma- 
Jority following the two old parties is very restless. New 
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poccasions hammering at the hoary fortress of the older 


statesmen call upon new leaders to perform new duties. 
‘The lines of cleavage between the old and new generation 
of statesmen in the old parties are growing very sharp. 
Becession threats, more earnest than any made since the 
‘Bull Moose campaign, are heard on all sides. The young 
leaders demand up to date policies, for which the old guard 
‘has neither understanding nor good will. If secession 
‘takes place, it will find a vast following ready to join a 
‘new progressivei organization. 

The issue in the old parties is between those who wish 
to continue the policy of commercial expansion, with its 
militarism, and those who desire an adjustment of domes- 
tic affairs on a more liberal basis, which shall remove the 
main causes of social unrest. The younger statesmen un- 
derstand that the old cannot remain in power if 
they cannot solve this issue between the leaders of high 
finance and the great middle class. They say that the old 
parties must either adopt more progressive policies or a 
hew political power will crowd them out. 

The organizations outside the two old parties show even 
greater ferment. The largest organized body of wage 
workers, the American Federation of Labor, has not only

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| HEN a well known man dies in England they ask: 
What did he do? In France: How did he do it? 
In the United States: How much did he leave? 
But the Socialist in every land says: He didn’t db it! The 
poetic production of Charles Baudelaire, if put to the same 
test questions, might easily be conceived as evoking even 
more variety of responses. Baudelaire has said that na- 
tions produce great men against their will While his 
position in the poetic firmament of France is that of a 
star of the first magnitude, there are, nevertheless, dis- 
sidents, especially among foreign critics, who either can- 
not or will not admit what is become a truism in French 
"And the critical Hterature concerning the poet grows 
apace. His letters to his mother, recently published, make 
a volume admirably calculated to illuminate the character 
of the man. It contains a preface and notes by Jacques 
Crépet, who, ft may be rememberen, assisted his father, 
Eugéne Crépet, in the biographical study of Baudelaire, 
a definitive study, one is tempted to add, for it dissipated 
a lot of legends (most of them fabricated by the poet him- 
self) and put his house of life into some sort of order. 
Above all, it cleared up the rather murky atmosphere of 
his relations with Jeanne Duval, his “ Black Venus,” was 
in reality a young woman with hardly a moiety of African 
blood in her veins. But she served as a peg for the poet 
upon which to hang some of his most acrid and lovely 
verse, therefore she must pass muster to any estimate of

H® previous collection of letters are of more 
interest, for they are addressed to his most distin- 
guished contemporaries—painters, poets, musicians— 
his friend, Richard Wagner, among the rest—men of let- 
ters, and aristocratic ladies.

‘I received orders to go home and con- 
sult with the cabinet, and arrived at 
Polkestone about 11 a. m. on Sunday, 
the 20th. Lord Kitehener met me 
there with his motor and we drove to- 
gether to Walmer Castle, where the 
‘prime minister (Mr. Asquith) was then 


staying. 


I had not seen Kitchener since our 
memorable meeting at Paris, early in 
September, but he met mein the most 
friendly manner and said many kind 
things about our work in ‘France, of 


which he clearly appreciated the diffi- 
culties. We discussed the situation 
fully en route, and I remember his put- 
ting many questions to me about all 
the principal members of the head- 
quarters staff. While assuring him of 
my’ entire satisfaction with each and 
all of them, I reminded him that, if 
any fault was to be found, I and no 
one else was responsible. 

On arriving at Walmer castle I 
was very kindly and cordially wel- 
comed by the prime minister. En- 
tering the historic old stronghold, 
where the great Iron Duke breathed 


his last, I remember being at firat 
seized with a pang of regret, for I 
thought his spirit would have rested 
in greater peace, if, under that famous 
roof, I could haye told the first min- 
ister of the king that we had once 
again planted the British flag in the 
face of the enemy on the field of Wa- 
terloo. It wae a dream I had indulged

The question of munftions and the 
fear of invasion formed the basis of our 
long conversation at Walmer. After 
lunch I left Kitchener and trav- 
eled by mo to London. With deep 
sorrow I recall the fact that this was 
_the last of all the many days of happy 
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personal intercourse which I spent 
with my old South African chief. Asa 
soldier and a commander in the field I 
had always loved and venerated him; 
in his capacity as a politician and min- 
ister my sentiments and feelings toward 
him were never the same. 

I am willing to admit that our dit- 
ferences—which were great and far- 
reaching—may have been to some ¢x- 
tent my own fault, but, be that as it 
may, our subsequent relations, down to 
the time of his tragic death, were al- 
ways clouded by a certain mistrust of 
each other. 

Al the next day, and far into the fol- 
lowing, my whole time was emplo 
in disclssing the situation with the war 
cabinet. 

The. princtpal ground for all their 
fears proved subsequently, in the 
course of the year 1916, to be only too 
well founded as regards the eastern 
front.

Steel Strike May 
Stop Manufacture 
‘of Spare Pa rts 


alers and Owners 


to Supply Their 
| Needs N 


gOTOR car dealers, men, 
Mz repair men will be among 


the major sufferers= from the 

great steel strike, if the conflict 
between labor and capital proves as 
serious as expected. 

Car manufacturers even ‘before the 
strike was called were living ‘from hand 
to mouth in obtaining steel for their 
product, and with the output curtailed 
thetr predicament is certain to be even 
more lamentable than at present. And 
their plight undoubtedly will be re 
flected upon dealers and repairmen, 
said Motor Age. 

Parts manufacturers in the motor 
car manufacturing centers have been 
unable to secure any more stee! than 
is required for their day to day de- 
mands. Stocks of steel jobbefs in De- 


troit and the other centers of the in-/ 


dustry have been depleted by the de 
mand made by manufacturers rapidly 
increasing their production, and there 
is no supply ready to carry them over 


in case they are unable to get steel 


from the great producers. 


Car manufacturers have never been 


able to catch up on the steel shortage 
they suffered during the war. Sup- 
plies’ of steel allotted manufacturers 
of course were limited to material need- 
ed for actual war work during the pe- 
riod of hostilities and no stocks could 
be laid in. When the armistice was 
signed and industry permitted to go 
back to a pre-war basis in ordering 
supplies motor car manufacturers 
found that all other industries were in 
the market for steel and, as a result, 
the supply was not equal to the de 
mand. 

Poor transportation facilities aggra- 
vated the situation, and for the last 
half year getting steel supplies to run 
the factories has been a struggle. While 
production has been increased by most 
of the big factories, this imcrease has 
been limited by the difficulty'in getting 
steel and laying up stocks of this mate- 
rial has been an impossibility. 


Steel jobbers in the larger cities are 
cimost cleaned out. An example is De- 
troit, where the jobbers’. stecks were 
almost entirely swept out a fortnight 
or Tore ago when a large motor com- 
pany placed big orders with the job- 
bers in anticipation of just’ such a sit- 
uation as now confronts the industry. 
Other manufacturers, of course, have 
sought to meet the situation by similar 
orders, but have not been. nearly 
successful. 

To the dealer and repairman, the sit- 
uation is fraught with significance. The 
fall and winter are the seagons when 
ordinarily the distributer-and dealer 
try to stock up with as Mhhy cars as 
possible, in anticipation of the spring 
demand. With factory production cut 
down this, of course, wilt 
sible. 


. 


For the repairman, the chief danger 
is that it will soon become difficult to 


obtain spare parts. Fiactori¢s-naturally | 


will. devote the major part of their 


supplies to the manufactiime of com- | 


plete cars and, temporarity~at least, 
_ will allow the manufacture of spare 
parts to drop toa minimum. This will 
make it extremely difficuit-for repair- 
men and dealers to get the parts and is 
likely to interfere seriously with winter 
overhauling and general vepair work. 

Two months is given period 
most of the manufacturers will be able 
to weather the storm befoge. materially 
cutting down their production or even 
closing their factories entirely. The 


two month period, however, will not. 


see the plants going at their ordinary 
rate but, in all probability, will see 
most of them devoting their’ greatest 
attention to car rather than parts pro- 
duction.

The latter, too, it is 
claimed, with continual service ‘ be- 
comes somewhat distorted, a condition 
that increases tire wear. The wire 
wheel, supported at the rim by a 
greater number of spokes, is not liable 
to this distortion trouble. 

A further point of advantage claimed 
for the wire wheel is that the metal 
more easily dissipates the heat en- 
gendered by running. Wood is un- 
doubtedly a poor heat conductor and 
steel is an excellent one. The wire 
wheel never gives annoyance by de- 
veloping squeaks. But the wire wheel 
demands a considerable amount of 
care to keep it in good. condition. The 
enamel must be watched, and ‘when- 
ever it cracks off, as it does occasion- 
ally, the spot must be painted over, or 
else moisture will cause rusting. 


Car owners using wire wheels 
should give these parts of the equip- 
ment a thorough inspection once every 
three weeks or oftener to see that 
no spokes aré loose or bent, and that 
no rust has formed around the nipples. 
In one type of wire wheel a serrated 


drive is used and these serrations 
must be kept perfectly clean. If nicks 
should develop in the serrations there 
will be. difficulty in mounting the 
wheel Should rust form on the driv- 
ing surface it should be removed im- 
mediately with kerosene. :

There are certain detafls of care 
which must: be given alike to all 
types of wheels. Every wheel runs 
on a bearing, and this must be kept 
packed with grease. Once a‘ month 
each wheel on the car should be jacked 
up and turned to see that it moves
